A budget prepared by the Citizens

ships were being operated that had no 
business to be in service, at least Avith- 
out a complete overhauling and tests 
of their motive power as well as their 
seaworthiness. The loss of the Vestris 
calls for a searching investigation,, an 
investigation which could well be ex- 
tended to include passenger carrying 
steamships generally.

GOVERNOR SMITH'S 


FAREWELL 


Gov. Smith's "farewell" address to 


the American people was a well con- 
sidered political utterance. It should 
have a calming and soothing effect on 
the hostilities of the campaign, often 
carried over for a considerable time to 
the detriment of public affairs. Gov. 
Smith offered highly valuable-advice 
to the Democrats that in the" future _ 
they be not content with a policy of 
opposition, but that they proceed to 
formulate positive policies 
of their 


own on which they can go to the coun- 
try in the future if they are rejected. 


One of the great weaknesses in the 


Democrat party, for many years has 
been its lack of constructive policies. 
It has been too much a party of ne- 
gation. Its espousal of free silver was 
one of its few and disastrous attempts 
at something different from the Re- 
publicans. 
Gov. Smith's appeal to 


his party to abstain, from partisan 
obstruction of legislative measures in 
the new government is one which be- 
fits a recent Candida*-; for the pres- 
idency, but it is'a question how far the 
Democratic politicians will go in giv- 
ing ear to it. 


While Gov. Smith's epilogue was a 


graceful appreciation 
of the 
honor 


conferred upon him by his 
nomina- 


tion and the confidence manifested in 
him by nearly 15,000,000 voters, be- 
traying no bitterness although admit- 
tedly disappointment, the chief import 
of his address is the attempt to re-vit- 
alize the Democratic part}-. Into a dis- 
couraging outlook he has 
injected 


what "hopefulness he could. Resurrec- 
tion of the party sounded plausible 
enough over the radio, but the mag- 
nitude of the undertaking is greater 
than the governor's optimism would 
indicate. Just what concrete policies it 
is to adopt as the foundation of a suc- 
cessful future are not apparent. It is all 
right to talk about a return to Jeffer- 
sonian democracy and the principles 
of the founders of the Democratic par- 
ty, but we fear they are less involved 
in government today than the Dem- 
ocrats like to imagine. In fact Demo- 
crats are more inclined to go off on 
tangents leading; away from the funda- 
mentals of the American system 
of- 


go%ernmcnt than are the Republicans. 


If the Democrats wish to become 


liberal to the extent of advocating 
government ownership and operation 
of commercial business and 
inter- 


state public service, that might create 
an issue. There is no longer an i^suc 
over farm relief, tariff or anything clse 
that i\e can see for the immediate fu- 
ture. The doctrine of state rights can, 
of course, be applied to a solution of 
the prohibition problem, but that too 
is a long ways off.

than of other concrete ideas.
